D o w n at S prin gfield a reporter 
o f the R e p u b lic a n made the rounds 
w ith a relief officer T h u rsd a y night 
and here are the pictures he p re­ 


sents in F r i d a y ’s issue o f that p a ­ 
per : 


O n e o f the most deplorable cases 
w a s found b y the reporter in a lit­ 
tle one-room house in an alley off 
o f P h elp s avenue w here five people 
exist. 
A w o m a n named M rs. H o p ­ 
kins is n ea rin g the end o f her life. 
S h e is 69 years of age, and several 
n igh ts a go cau gh t a 
severe cold 
th rou gh exposure w h ich developed 
into pneum onia. 
T h e room is furnished w ith a 
stove, 
table, 
bedstead 
and 
tw o 
chairs. 
M rs. H o p k in s w as on the 
bed surrounded b y t w o g ro w n sons, 
w h o are m arried, 
but unable to 
w o r k , o w i n g to sickness. 
S he told 
M r . W h it t e n she w a n te d to die, as 
she h oped for a h a p p y hereafter 
and wnshed to escape her present 
suffering. 
“ I w a s w illin g to go a lon g time 
a g o ,” said the poor w om an , ‘ ^but 
there w a s n ob od y to take care of 
m y boys, but i t ’s no use to try to 
live n o w , there is n oth in g in this 
life for m e excep t m ise ry .” 
A n eigh bor w h o happened to be 
in the room told the reporter the 
fa m ily had seen better times, and 
w a s form erly in a prosperous co n ­ 
dition, but adversities cam e 
and 
sickness used up their means, and 
n o w she is d y in g in poverty. 
A n o t h e r case is that of H a n k 
S y le r , w h o lives w ith his w ife and 
- - ^ r e e children near Pearl street. 
H e is about 30 years of age, and is 
d y in g w ith consum ption w h ich he 
con tracted w o r k in g in the mines in 
G a len a , K a s . 
T h e fam ily live in 
one room, in the corner o f w h ich is 
a ro u g h ly 
m ade 
bedstead, 
upon 
w h ic h the m other and 
w ife w a s 
ly in g . 
S h e had been sick tw o days, but 
th ey w e re too poor to get a doctor 
or b u y m edicine. 
T h e w o m a n had 
been able to earn 50 cents a day 
w a s h in g for fam ilies in the n e ig h ­ 
borhood, and in this m anner w a s 
able to eke out an existence for her 
husband and little ones, but for the 
ast f e w days the o n ly food they 
in the house w a s given them 
b y the relief officer. 
T h e re w as 
not en ough bed clothes in the room 
to keep them w a rm , and the room 
and inm ates sh o w ed that the cruel 
hand o f p o v e rty had a firm hold on 
that fa m ily . 
W h e n the reporter stopped w ith 
M r . 
W h it t e n at the home, if it 
m ig h t be called a home, of John 
B a ile y in a field near Pearl street, 
he fou n d a fa m ily of father, m other 
and fou r children, 
liv in g in one 
room in w h ic h there w as n oth in g 
but a stove, t w o chairs, a store box 
for a table and in tw o corners of 
the room w ere 
straw mattresses 
w h ere the fa m ily passed the night. 
T h e inm ates had evid en tly given 
up all interest in 
m a k in g a re­ 
spectable app earan ce, as the room 
had not been sw e p t for a long time. 
T h e fath er w a s in ill-health, but 
m a n a ged to earn a little m oney by 
s a w in g w o o d . 
T h e y had had n oth ­ 
in g to eat since breakfast, w hich 
w a s com p osed o f potatoes. 
T h e 
children looked h u n gry, and their 
thin, 
p in ch ed 
faces 
brightened 
w h e n the 
relief 
officer told the 
m other to send to headquarters for 
provisions. 
T h e 
saddest 
case 
w h ic h 
w as 
seen b y the reporter w as that o f a 
w idow ', w h o lives on Phelps avenue 
w ith her three children, ran gin g 
from 2 years to 7 years ( >f age. 
T h e yo u n g est child is a sickly 
little fello w , and requires the at­ 
tention o f his mother, w h o 
has 
m ade a liv in g b y w ash in g . 
She 
has had no w o r k for several w eek s 
an d has lived on ch arity.

w a s no furniture in the room w ith 
the ex cep tio n o f a stove, table and 
chair.

wdiere she and her children slept 
she 
p oin ted to 
a bundle o f bed 
clothes in the corner o f the room 
and said that w-as tl)eir bed. 
“ VVe h a v e n ’ t enough b e d c lo th e s 
to keep us w a r m , ” said the Avom- 
an, “ and d u rin g these cold nights
